LONDON, June 7.—The new 
Cabinett which is to take over 
the Government of England with 
Ramsay MacDonald holding the 
posts of Prime Minister and First 


Lord of the Treasury, was com- 
pleted today, so far as its prin- 
cipal officers are concerned. The 
list will be submitted to King 
George tomorrow. 

The first woman to hold a Cab- 
inet post in the British Empire 
was named in the list. She is Miss 
Margaret Bondfield, who will have 
the portfolio of the Ministry of 
Labor. 

An unexpected appointment was 
that of Sydney Webb as Minister 
for the Dominions. It had been 
understood that he had practical- 
ly retired from politics because of 
his age. He will be 70 years old 
July 13. 

Woman Menrber 56 Years Old. 

Miss Bondfield was Undersecre- 
tary of Labor in the first Mac- 
Donald administration. 

Born in 1873, the daughter of a 
lace designer, she was at 13 work- 
ing as a teacher in a boarding 
school. At 16 she became appren- 
ticed to a firm of colonial outfit- 
ters and for 11 years worked as a 
shop girl in London. 

For 10 years Miss’  Bondfield 
waged a campaign against the con- 
ditions she experienced, long hours, 
bad food, low wages and petty 


tyrannies, and as a result rose to 
political prominence. 
Eleven of Old Cabinet, 

Most of the members of Great 
Britain’s Labor first labor Cabinet 
that served from January to Octo- 
ber, 1924, are included in the list. 
They are: Philip Snowden, J. R. 
Clynes, Arthur Henderson, Sydney 
Webb, J. H. Thomas, Noel Buxton, 
Cc. P. Trevelyan, W. Adamson, Torin 
Shaw, Lord Thomson and Lord 
Parmoor. 

In the previous Labor Cabinet, 
in which MacDonald was Premier, 
he held also the portfolio of For- 
eign Affairs. That department is to 
be headed by Arthur Henderson in 
the new Cabinet. 

Snowden, who was MacDonald’s 
right hand man jn the 1924 Gov- 
ernment, and who has been one of 
the militant leaders of the Labor 
party throughout the five years of 
the Baldwin regime, was rewarded 
by being named to his old post as 
Chancellor of the Exchequer. He 
succeeds the Conservative, Winston 
Spencer Churchill. 

Albert V. Alexander, parliamen- 
tary secretary of the Board. of 
Trade in the First Labor Govern- 
ment, was named First Lord of the 
Admiralty. He is an artisan engi- 
neer. 

A Prodigal Returns. 

An appointment that caused in- 
stant comment in political circles 
was the naming of William Allien 
Jowitt as Attorney-General. He 
was a Laborite member of Parlila- 
ment when MacDonald was in 
power five years ago but was 
elected to the new House last 
week as a Liberal. His defection 
from the party of David Lloyd 
George was announced at Labor 
party headquarters only a few 
hours before the Cabinet list ap- 
peared. 

Jowitt is a widely known buar- 
rister. It was thought he would 
considerably strengthen his adoyt- 
ed party, which h@s felt sorely the 
need of better iawyers. This was 
one of the principal difficulties of 
MacDonald in the formation of his 
1924 Government. 

Jowitt's Letter to MacDonald. 

A letter written by Jowitt ‘to 
MacDonald June 5 was made pub- 
lic. It said: 

“Everyone, I think, must regard 
your task with passive sympathy. 
But those like myself, who have 
hitherto taken their stand as radi- 
cals. must now consider whether 
they ought not to render 
support to your party as being to- 
day the oniy party which is an 
effective instrurnent for carrying 
through those reforms which the 
country desires. 

“I have come to the conclusion 
that it is to your party. and to 
your party alone, that those who 
think as I do must turn to achieve 
our object. 

“accordingly I write to -express 
my consent to enroll under your 
banner and my willingness to assist 
as best I can as a loyal member of

RATIFICATION OF

POPE RECOGNIZED 
AS A SOVEREIGN 


Church Gets $39,000,000 
Cash, $52,000,000 in 
Bonds as Indemnity—Ne- 
gotiations Lasted 2 Years.

VATICAN CITY, June 7.—aAll 
Rome resounded to the ringing of 
church bells today as Premier 
Mussolini and Cardinal Gasparri 
solemnly exchanged ratifications 
of the Lateran treaty bringing to 
an end the long strife between 
church and state in Italy. 


There were no speeches, the 
ceremony was brief and simple. 
One of’ its most striking and sym- 
bolical moments was when the 
great bronze doors opening out 
upon the colonnade of St. Peter's 
Square were opened wide, having 
been half closed for 59 years. 

Mussolini entered the Vatican 
for the first time in his life short- 
ly before 11 o’clock. He was 
dressed in his uniform as a Min- 
ister instead of the usual cutaway 
which he wore when he signed the 
treaty Feb. 11. The crowd gave 
him a hearty handclapping, inter- 
spersed with cheers, and then 
rushed across St. Peter’s Square to 
see the opening of the bronze 
doors which was to symbolize the 
end of the voluntary imprison- 
ment of the Pope. 

Pope to Bless King. 

At the conclusion of the cere- 
mony Cardinal Gasparri, Papal 
Secretary of State, read a letter 
from the Pope in which he said 
that his first uct would be to send 
&@ message of benediction to King 
Victor Emmanuel! blessing him and 
the Queen and all members of the 
royal family and bestowing a spe- 
cial benediction upon “Chevalier 
Mussolini.” 

Although the popular. enthusi- 
asm was not so tremendous as 
when the treaties were first signed 
at the Lateran Palace, the joy of 
the populace was shown by the 
cheering crowds outside St. Peter's 
when the Premier entered and left 
the Vatican grounds. 

The Premier spent three-quar- 
ters of an hour in the Vatican. He 
was accompanied by members of 
his Cabinet, including the Minis- 
ters of Justice and Finance, sev- 
eral undersecretaries, the chief of 
the Government Press Bureau and 
his personal secretary. 

Prelates Present. 

Grouped about the venerable 
Cardinal were various ecclesiastics 
attached to his office, including 
Mgr. Francis J. Spgliman of Whit- 
man, Mass. 

There Mgr. Beniamino Nardone. | 
Secretary of Ceremonial Affairs, 
officers and men of the Swiss guard 
and other Vatican attaches re- 
ceived him with honors accorded 
chiefs of governments under the 
Vatican protocol. Mussolini, with 
his suite, ascended the noble stair- 
way and was conducted to the 
Hall of the Congregations, a vast 
room with red damask hangings 
and a dark red carpet. having at 
one end a most valuable ivory cru- 
cifix. 

At the threshold of the room 
Premier Mussolini was greeted by 
Mgr. Francesco Borgongini Duca, 
one of the most active participants 
in the framing of the Lateran pacts, 
and Mgr. Giuseppe Pizzardo, Un- 
dersecretary of State. They con- 
ducted him to Cardinal Gasparri 
who was in full purple regalia. The 
other prelates wore short half full 
dress with short mantles. 

Mussolini Leaves in Auto. 

At the conclusion of the cere- 
mony the Premier was escorted 
down the steps with his suite. Mxr. 
Nardone bowing as the Premier 
entered his limousine and drove 
away.

HOOVER ‘CONDEMNED TO WORK’ 


TWENTY-FIRST OlL 
WELL BROUGHT IN 
NEAR DUPO, ILL 


It Is Best Producer Yet 
Found in American Bot- 
toms Area—Fifteen Drills 
Boring Into Soil. 


NECESSARY TO GO 
ONLY 500 FEET 


Small Rigs Are Used eo | 
Get Petroleum From the 
Former Bed of the Mis- 


sissippi River. 


The twenty-first and best oil well 
yet drilled in the Dupo (Ill.) field 
was shot yesterday # quarter mile 
southwest of the Discovery well on 
Sugar Loaf hill where the Ohio Oil 
Co., seven months ago, produced 
the first oil in St. Clair County and 
sent soaring the hopes of property 
owners and Dupo moercnants in the 
American Bottoms below the 200- 
foot bluff. _ 

Weather-beaten store fronts 
gleam with new paint, proprietors 
smoke foil-wrapped cigars instead 
of cob pipes, and .anj-owners 
speak not of the bushels that will 
be produced on the south torty but 
of the barrels that will flow 
through the three-inch pipe to 
East St. Louls 10 miles away if 
the “string of tools” driven by a 
wheezing engine penetrates the oll- 
bearing Kimmswick limestone at a 
strategic point. 

Twenty-one welle are being 
pumped and 15 drills jab through 
the loam and lime that cnce was 
the bed of the Mississippi or 
flint strewn bluffs 
from which Indians fished, Not 
the impressive timber derricks of 
the deep Texas and Oklahoma 
fields that look like windmills, but 
efficient and business-like little 
rigs that are enough in the shallow 
field where oil is found at about 
500 feet in the bottom land. 

“Just Another Well.” 

The spectacle presented by 
shooting a well at first brought 
most of the population of 1393 to 
the scene for the thrill of the 
rumbling roar when 150 quarts of 
nitroglycerin were detonated at the 
bottom of the hole to break up 
the earth and liberate the oil 
which was forced into the air in 
an impressive black fountain. Now 
it is “just another well’ with them. 

Oil men themselves have been 
surprised at the productivity of the 
field, unusua! for one so shallow, 
they say. They were quite pleased 
with wells that would pump 150 
to 250 barrels a day, but when 
George M. Timberlake, known in 
the field as “Hot Apples,” because 
of his characteristic expression of 
exultation, brought in a well which 
they said could produce 800 bar- 
rels a day, they joined him in his 
ejaculation and ordered more drills 
into the field. 

That was May 10, and since then 
two more wells of a similar size 
have been brought in. The Ohio 
Oil Co. well, shot yesterday, looks 
even better than the others. Five 
minutes after the explosion, when 
the earth and oil column had set- 
tled, the well, suddenly shot into 
the air 75 feet, flowed for about 
three minutes and subsided for a 
five-minute period to repeat the 
flow every five minutes regularly 
for an hour. 

The black stream that rushed 
down the hillside was dammed by 
workmen and most of the 200 gal- 
lons recovered and pumped into 
storage tanks

Tallman, who had been a pris- 
oner on the steamer, was missing 
when the ship docked at San 
Francisco Wednesday night. 

Captain of Detectives Ai Slaten, 
who took over direction of the in- 
vestigation, announced . additional} 
evidence against Tallman. These 
included signatures—"“W. L. Tall- 
man” and “W. C. Johnson”—on the 
register at Tallman’s hotel, and at 
the apartment house where Mrs. 
Patty’s body was found in a clothes 
closet. 

Comparison of the signatures 
showed similarity, Slaten said. “W. 
C. Johnson” was the name investi- 
gators said they found Tallman 
had assumed .n his recent associa- 
tion with Mrs. Patty, whom he met 
a year ago when he was radio 
operator on the Admiral Benson. 

Slaten was awaiting comparison 
of finger prints taken from walls 
of the closet with records at the 
State Bureau of Criminal Identifi- 
cation for a final check of the 
identity of the murderer.

HOUSE O'S FARM BILL 
WITHOUT DEBENTURES 


Conference Report: Adopted 
Without Record Vote—to 
| Senate Next. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, June 717.—The 
House today without a record vote 
approved the conference report on 
the farm relief bill, from which 
the export debenture plan has been 
eliminated. 


The Senate, which wrote the de- 
benture proposition into the meas- 
ure ,still must act on the confer- 
ence agreement. Administration 
leaders, however, hope to muster 
sufficient strength to sustain the 
conferees. In its present form, 
with the debenture eliminated, the 
bill is held to be acceptable to 
President Hoover.

AGREEMENT, ENDING WAR 
DISPUTE OF EIGHT YEARS}

$492,000,000 ANNUAL 
PAYMENT IS FIXED 


Governments Must Ratify 
Terms of Pact—Young 
Praises Co-Workers for 
Solving World Problem. 


By the Associated Press, 
PARIS, June 7.—The experts’ re- 


port, liquidating the long contro- 
versial reparations problem that 
has troubled the peace of Europe 
for the last eight years, was signed 
at the Hotel George V today. 
The signatures to the bistoric 
document which specifies the pay- 
ments that Germany must make to 


the allied creditors for the next 69 
years were affixed at 6:60 p. m. 

The experts’ report to the Repa- 
rations Commission unanimously 
recommends reduction of the rep- 
arations annuities in the next 27 
years irom  2,600,000,000 
marks (approximately $600,000... 
000) to an average of 2,060,000.. 
000 gold marks (approximately 
($492,000,000). 

It recommends annuities of 1.- 
700,000,000 gold marke (approxi- 
mately $408,.000,000) for the last 
22 years, subject to the profits of 
the International Bank to be ere- 
ated under the agreement and an 
arrangement for amortization in 
which the creditor powers wiil 
participate. 

It had been planned to sign the 
report at 56 p. m. Paris time (10 
a. m. St. Louis time), but as it 
was almost that hour when the 
last minute polishing had been 
completed, the signing did not take 
place until 6:50 p. m. 


100 journalists 
were ushered into the tea room and 
the signing began almost immedi- 
ately thereafter. When the sign- 
ing had ended, the floodlights were 
put on and the delegates went 
through the motions again for the 
benefit of the cameras 

It was a few minutes after 6 
o’clock before the signing had end- 
ed. Owen D. Young, as chairman

WASHINGTON, June 7.—The 
16 Missouri representatives in the 
House divided 10 to 6 in favor of 
the census and reapportionment 
bill passed by the House yesterday, 
under which Missouri is due ulti- 
mately to suffer a loss of at least 
three Congressmen, Those voting 
for the bill were the three S&t. 
Louisans, Dyer (Rep.), Cochran 
(Dem.), and Niedringhaus (Rep.), 
and the following others: Cannon 
(Dem.), Ellis, (Rep.), Johnston 
(Rep), Kiefner (Rep.), Nelson 
(Dem.) Short (Rep.) and Palmer 

(Rep.).. 

Voting against the bill were 
Halsey (Rep.), Lozier (Dem.), 
Manlove (Rep.), Milligan (Dem.), 
Romjue <«Dem.), and Hopkins 
(Rep.) 

Cochran of St. Louis placed in 
the record today a statement that 
‘in voting for the bill he believed 
he had helped to legislate himself 
out of a job. It was his constitu- 
tional duty, Cochran said, to vote 
for reapportionment. 

“When the bill becomes effec- 
tive,” added the St, Louisan, “My 
service in this body will terminate. 
I know the political situation in 
St. Louis. I know that it is impos- 
sible to place the required number 
of people in a district and rear- 
range the lines of any district in 
St. Louis in such a way that it will 
not be Republican by 10,000. 

Foresees New Deadlock. 

“My district (the eleventh) is 
from $500 to 5000 Republican but 
by serving the people I have suc- 
ceeded in being elected to the 
Sixty-ninth and each succeeding 
Congress. But I know that I could 
not hope to win in a district which 
js certain to have after reappor- 
tionment Republican majority of 
10,000.” 

Cochran said the legislative tan- 
gle which almost caused the defeat 
of the bill Indicated clearly that a 
deadlock will occur when the House 
again takes up the reapportionment 
question after the 1930 census. The 
bill takes care of that eventuality 
by providing that if the House does 
not act, reapportionment should be 
automatically brought about on the 
basis of figures proclaimed by the 
President. 

“Therefore,” said Cochran, “the 
only way we could hope to cure the 
inequalities resulting from the fail- 
ure of Congress to reapportion after 
the census of 1920 was to pass this 
bill. The large cities have been de- 
prived of their just representation 
for nearly 10 years. St. Louis and 
St. Louls County are entitled to at 
least four representatives. We have 
but three. Kansas City is entitled 
to a representative by itself, but it 
is now included in a district with 
the rest of Jackson County. One 
Congressman there represents near- 
ly 400,000 people. 

Result of Neglect. 

“The neglect of Congress to re- 
apportion after 1920 has deprived 
more than 30,000,000 people of the 
United States of their proper rep- 
resentation. 

“But regardless of whether the 
country or the cities stand to gain 
by reapportionment, it sho:ld be 
effected every 10 years as required 
by the Constitution. My only regret 
ig that the bill does not make it 
mandatory upon the states to rear- 
range congressional districts so as 
to provide an approximately equal 
number of people in each, instead 
of permitting states to elect at large 
if additional representation has 
been granted.” 

The bill, as finally passed and 
sent to conference, by a vote of- 
ficially recorded as 271 to 104 
is not materially different from 
the bill as passed by the Senate. 
One matter to be adjusted is the 
date of taking the census. The 
Senate bill fixes the date at Nov. 
1, 1929, the House bill at May 1, 
1930. 

Just before final passage, the 
House restored the provision for 
an unemployment census, which it 
previously had stricken out. The 
bill thereby was brought back 
into line with the Senate measure.

Edwin Page’s Picture Beside 
Body of Woman Who Plunged 
From 12th Story in Chicago.

CHICAGO, June 7.—While the 
body of Barbara Cole, English 
showgirl, lay unclaimed in the 
morgue yesterday, police searched 
for Edwin Page, broker, to learn 
what her love for him had to do 
with her suicide. 

Miss Cole plunged to her death 
from the twelfth story of a fash- 
ionable apartment house Wednes- 
day night. Close to her body was 
found a picture of Page, a mes- 
Sage scribbled on the back. A 
note in her pocketbook declared

Page failed to appear at the in- 
quest. The Coroner issued a sub- 
pena for him but he could not be 
found, either at his office or .1ome. | 
where his wife was reported too 
ill to see anyone. 

The inquest was postponed in- 
definitely pending the finding of 
the broker and authorities were 
making an effort to communicate 
With relatives or friends of the 
dead woman. It was learned she 
mailed a special delivery letter to 
New York 15 minutes before her 
death, 

Miss Cole was divorced three 
years ago from William Biddle, 
son of a New York tobacco mag- 
nate, and has two children who are 
with her father, Robert Cole, as- 
signed to the British diplomatic 
service in Norway. 

Miss Cole appeared recently in 
a minor role in “Rio Rita."

House Reverses Self. 

The House reversed itself on the 
two alien amendments. Its final 
action was against the registration 
of aliens and against the Hoch 
proposal to exclude aliens from 
the total on which representation 
is based.

A solu- 
tion was found by the Republican 
leadership, which succeeded, at a 
stormy session, in eliminating both 
amendments at one stroke and re- 
storing the reapportionment pro- 
vision to virtually their original 
form. 

The victory was won in the face 
of charges that the leadership was 
resorting to “strong arm” tactics. 
Representative Tilson. the Repub. 
lican floor leader, retorted that if 
the amendments were not cut out 
it would be impossible for the 
House to legislate on the subject 
at all. 

As it stands, the bill conforms to 
the clear constitutional require- 
ment that representation must be 
based on the number of “persons” 


in the country. 
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SENATE PASSES 
LAME DUCK’ BILL 
FOR FIFTH TIME 


Fate of Norris Resolution 
for Ending Rule by Re- 


pudiated Legislators Up 
to House Again.

WASHINGTON, June 7.—lIt is 


again up to the House to say 
whether the states shall have a 
chance to end the system under 
which men defeated at the polls 
at the Congressional elections in 
November continue to act as law- 
makers until the following March. 
By a vote of 64 to S$, the Senate 


this afternoon for the fifth time 
in the last six years put the stamp 
of its approval on the Norris 
amendment, which proposes to 
Wipe out the “Jame duck” session 
of Congress and to bring newly 
elected legislators into office with- 
in two months after their choice 
at the polls. 

The nine Senators voting against 
the submission of the proposed 
amendment to the states were 
Bingham (Rep.), Connecticut, who 
led the opposition; Blease (Dem.), 
South Carolina; Dale (Rep.), Ver- 
mont; Greene (Rep.), Vermont; 
Hastings (Rep.), Delaware; King 
(Dem.), Utah; Metcalf (Rep.), 
Rhode Island; Patterson (Rep.), 
Missouri and Waterman (Rep.), 
Colorado. 

Hawes .(Dem.), Missouri, voted 
for the proposal. 

House Has Been Obstacle. 

The House has acted only once 
on the amendment. Though it then 
received 209 votes as compared 
with 133 against, the bill failed 
through lack of the required two- 
thirds majority. Supporters of the 
amendment are hopeful that 
changes in the House personnel 
since that time will enable the 
measure to be put through at the 
present Congress. The House 
leadership, however, continues to 
be an obstacle. 

Speaking under a special agree- 
ment allowing him half an hour, 
the die-hard Senator Bingham said 
the result sought by the amend- 
ment could be accomplished just 
as well by the passage of an act 
changing the meeting date of Con- 
gress. 

In answer to the argument that 
legislation by “Jame ducks” ought 
to be stopped, Bingham, quoting a 
House member, said it was “better 
to have legislation by lame ducks 
than by unhatched eggs.” 

Bingham said that the long in- 
terval now elapsing between the 
election and the first regular ses- 
sion of Congress was desirable in 
Order that the President and his 
Cabinet might have time in which 
to familiarize themselves with their 
duties before presenting a program 
to Congress. 

Would Change Constitution. 

Replying to Bingham, Senator 
Norris, author of the amendment, 
pointed out that a change in the 
meeting date of Congress would 
necessarily shorten the terms of 
Congressmen in office at the time 
of the change, and that hence a 
constitutional amendment would be 
réquired. This was also true in 
the case of the President, whose 
term is definitely fixed by the Con. 
stitution at four years. Under the 
proposed amendment, the inaugu- 
ration of the President would take 
place on Jan. 15 instead of March 
4, while Congressmen would come 
into office on Jan. 2. 

Norris read the constitutional 
provision regarding the term of the 
President and added, speaking to 
Bingham: 

“Any eighth grade student could 
understand that.” 

Norris said that the system of 
legislation by “lame ducks” had 
led to “disgraceful acts” in the 
Senate by men seeking to curry 
favor with the President in the 
hope of getting appointive jobs. 
One reason the filibuster was so 
frequently used in the short ses. 
sion, he declared, was to stop the 
passage of legislation whose only 
chance of success lay in the votes 
of men who had been repudiated 
by their constituents. He cited ‘n 
stances of legislation thus defeated 
which had not even been offered 
in the succeeding session. 

“It is only the political machine. ’ 
declared Norris, “that benefits 
from the short session.” 


VESUVIUS RENEWS 
ERUPTIONS AFTER 
VILLAGERS RETURN 


Lava Flung Up as People 
Back in Nearby Homes 
Thank Saint for Recent 


Deliverance.

NAPLES, June 7.—Renewed 
convulsions deep within the crater 
of Vesuvius today disquieted resi- 
dents of the villages about its base. 
The villagers late yesterday re- 
turned to their homes and erected 
thanksgiving tabernacles for their 
patron saints on street corners. 
The Vesuvius observatory had 
reported the lava flow stopped and 
the pools of white-hot rock rapidly 
congealing when the new subter- 
ranean tumult was felt, the explo- 
sions within the volcano shaking 
the ground so that doors and win- 
dows miles away rattled. 
Little fountains of liquid 
sprang-up within the crater 
lasted for several minutes and 
many lumps of molten lava and 
boulders were flung up from the 
cone, 

Terzigno proper was hardly 
touched by the lava flow, which 
encircled the city. The inhabitants 
credited St. Gennaro, patron saint 
of Naples, with intervening in their 
behalf and improvised tabernacles 
at the street corners for images of 
him and other saints. Flowers 
were placed in front of the shrines 
and religious feeling was high. 

A tabulation of damage caused 
thus far showed that 50 houses 
were destroyed. One hundred and 
twenty-five acres of land was cov- 
ered by lava, 90 acres being vine- 
yard and farm land and the _ re- 
mainder forest.

FLIGHTS IN GLIDER 
DEMONSTRATED AT 
NORTH HILLS CLUB 


Motorless Flying Device 
Gets Impulse Through 
Elastic Ropes — Travels 


300 Feet. 


SS 


Gliding, or motorless flight, a 
sport that has become general in 
Germany, was introduced for the 
first time here at the North Hills 


Country Club yesterday. 

A number of flights, the longest 
terminating about 300 feet from 
the starting point, were made by 
Charles Peterson, a p.lot from 
Lambert-St. Louis Field, and oth- 
ers, including Miss Eleanor Web- 
ers, 1320 Merchant street, who had 
never made a flight of any sort 
previously. 

The glider used was made in 
Germany and has a 36-foot wing, 
with standard stick and rudder 
control. The technic of gliding 
demonstrated by Gardner Smith, 
who hopes to popularize the sport 
here, is as follows: 

The pilot takes his seat, adjusts 
a safety belt and awaits develop- 
ments. Several persons grasp the 
tail of the glider while a starting 
crew numbering eight or 10 men 
take hold of two elastic ro.’es, 
which are hooked on to the front 
of the glider. The ropes are drawn 
taut and then the starting crew 
starts to run as the anchors at the 
tail let go their holds. 

Under the starting impulse the 
glider takes off almost immediate- 
ly, attaining an altitude of 20 feet 
in tests yesterday. The flights 
were made across a ravine and in 
most instances the pilots succeeded 
in reaching the opposite side of 
the depression. After soaring in 
an are the glider settles fast and 
the impact on landing is rather 
jarring. 

Peterson, who landed his plane 
on a nearby fairway following a 
flight from lLambert-St. Louis 
Field, is enthusiastic over the sport, 
as were the others who made short 
hops. There is a similarity between 
gliding and bob-sledding, howevcr, 
in that each attempt must be fol- 
lowed by a hard pull uphill. 

The glider demonstrated weighs 
190 pounds, and, judging from the 
jarring landings it withstood, is of 
durable construction. A skid is used 
in place of wheels. The craft ap- 
pears airworthy and displayed no 
inclination to nose into the ground 
when properly handled, landing on 
an even keel. A second demonstra- 
tion was scheduled for this after- 
noon. 

In Germany, gliding enthusiasts 
have developed the sport to the 
point where they can make gus- 
tained flights lasting for hours at 
altitudes of several thousand feet. 
The best flights are made in a light 
but steady wind.

Al- 
most of the very moment of sign- 
ing their names to the report, they 
were busy putting the finishing 
touches on it. 

The document which they signed 
after long and arduous labors, was 
designed to liquidate the Worlé 
War by the end of the year 1989, 
just 75 years after it began. 

Summary of Experts’ Report. 

The report dwells upon the fol- 
lowing advantages: 

Decreasing the burden for Ger- 
many. 

Taking of the reparations ques- 
tion out of politics : 

Putting it into an organization of 
orderly business, 

The elimination of outside organ- 
izations that exercise a cuntrol in 
Germany. 

The early mobilization of @ con- 
siderable part of the first 37 an- 
nuities to give the creditor Powers 
important sums avai'able for the 
reduction of their own interior 
debts. 

The annuities are divisible into 
postponable and non-postponable 
points, but there is no distinction 
in the report between the part of 
the annuitiesapplicable to repara- 
tions and the part attributed to 
payments of the creditors’ war 
debts. The report, in fact, seems 
to avoid carefully any coincidence 
between references to reaparations 
and debts. 

Two Classes of Payments, 

The unconditional part of the 
first 37 annuities amounts to 660,- 
000,000 gold marks (about $158,- 
400,000) a year of which 500,000,- 
000 gold marks (about $120,000,- 
000) is considered the part Hable 
to commercialization. It may pro- 
duce, at the present value, between 
7,000,000,000 and ‘8,000,000,000 
marks $1,920,000,000). 

By special arrangement among 
the creditors, France is accorded 
the bulk of the unconditional an- 
nuities for commercialization pur- 
poses. It is calculated that this 
will give France the equivalent of 
42,000,000,000 francs, present value 
(about $1,680,000,000). 

The offer of the United States 
to reduce what was due it from 
Germany for the cost of the army 
of occupation in the Rhineland by 
10 per cent was taken into account 
in the report. The rest of the 
cost of occupation will be liquidat- 
ed in the first 37 annuities, Mixed 
claims are to be liquidated within 
52 years. 

Peace-Time Methods Used. 

The experts. dwell especially on 
their attitude toward the commer- 
cialization of the reparation prob- 
lem. They emphasize that they 
have tried to substitute processes 
of peace-time methods for war- 
time psychology. 

The first part of the report is 
largely introductory. It deals with 
the terms under which the repara- 
tions problem was referred to the 
committee and it also gives a re- 
cital of the meetings that have 
been held. 

The next chapter is devoted en- 
tirely to the commercialization 
program. It emphasizes the efforts

through the floating of part of the 
bonds. 

The later chapters say that the

Reparations Keport Reaches Ber- 
lin; Experts Studying It.

BERLIN, June 7.—The text of 
the Paris reparations report re- 
ceived here today will be studied 
by financial experts. Conferences 
are planned for Dr. Hjalmar 
Schacht with Chancellor Mueller, 
Finance Minister Hilferding. Eco- 
nomics Minister Curtius and offi- 
cials of the reparations division of 
the Foreign Office. 

A Permanent Reparations Com- 
mittee, consisting of Mueller, Hil- 
ferding and Curtius, acting in the 
absence of Foreign Minister Strese- 
mann, now on his way to Madrid, 
will hold frequent meetings and 
discuss all aspects of the present 
situation and plans for the future, 
A Cabinet meeting to consider the 
Young plan has not yet been ar- 
ranged. 

Rumblings of criticism already 
have been heard in the Reichstag. 
For example, Moritz Kloenne, Na- 
tionalist, of Dortmund, declared: 
“Germany is in no way obligated 
to take over the financial cares of 
wealhier nations for the next 60 
years.”

AT AIR FIELD PLANNED 


Commission Votes to Request 
Government to Give In- 
formation to Pilots. 


The Municipal Airport Commis- 
sion yesterday voted to request the 
Government to establish a weather 
observatory at Lambert-St. Louis 
for the information of pilots. 

Weather Forecaster Hayes in- 
formed the Commission that the 
Government would install the 
necessary equipment and maintain 
the service without charge if suit- 
able quarters were provided. A 
building 30 feet square is suffi- 
cient, Hayes said. It was suggest- 
ed that the newly erected control 
building, which has an observatory 
on top, would be suitable. The 
control building has been leased 
temporarily to Trans-continental 
Air Transport, Inc., however, and, 
in the event the Government is 
willing to install a station imme 
diately, another location will be se- 
lected. 

The Department of Commerce 
now is completing a radio staticn 
on Natural Bridge road, near the 
flying field, where weather reports 
from other sections of the country 
would be received and transmitted 
to the airport by teletype. It is 
planned to have a similar com- 
munication between the proposed 


weather station and the broadcast- 
ing unit, so that pilots on the way 
to St. Louis may receive reports 
on condition: here. 

The Commission voted to lease 
13 additional acres of land at the 
northeast corner of the airport to 
the Curtiss-Robertson Airplane 
Manufacturing Co. Th@ysoncern, 
which makes the Curtiss-Robin 
plane, now occupies eight acres. A 
| $300,000 addition to the present 
plant is to be started this month to 
house the production of the 
“Thrush,” a six-place cabin plane 
recently developed. Rentals at the 
airport are on the basis of 6 per 
cent a year on a valuation of $1000 
an acre. 

Expenditures of $12,000 was 
authorized for experiments in the 
construction of runways at the air- 
port. The purpose of the tests ‘s 
to determine the best material for 
runways, no standard construction

JOTIN E. KELLERD DIES, 
UN U.S. STAGE 44 YEARS 


He Was Co-Star With Joseph 
Jefferson, Played Opposite 
Mrs. Fiske, 


By Leased Wire From the New 
York Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, June 7. — John 
E. Kellerd, who succeeded William 
J. Florence in the cast of “The Ri- 
vals’’ and for years was a co-star 
with Joseph Jefferson, died yester- 
day in the home of his friend, Al- 
fred Dressler, in Yonkers. He had 
been in ill health since his last 
appearance in “Trelawney of the 
Wells” in 1927 and had been un- 
der the care of the Actors’ Fund 
of America. 


For 44 years Kellerd was a fa- 
vorite on the American stage, and 
during his career in this country 
was regarded as one of the most 
finished of character actors. One 
of his outstanding creations was 
that of Gordon Hayne in “Held 
by the Enemy.” when William 
Gillette produced it at the Madi- 
son Square Theater in 1886. 

But from the autumn of 1883, 
when Kellerd made his debut in 
America as a member of the Bos- 
ton Museum Co., his ability made 
itself felt. His services always 
were in demand, and among the 
stars he supported were Henrietta 
Crosman in “Sweet Kitty Bel- 
lairs,” Minnie Maddern Fiske in 
“Leah Kleschna,” Daniel Band- 
man, Jefferson and others. He held 
the record for the number of con- 
secutive performances of ‘‘Hamlet” 
in New York—more than 100 
nights 

Born in Kensington, London, 
May 14, 1863, Kellerd was left an 
orphan at four. When he was 
eight years old he was able to 
perform on the violin and piano 
and appeared in concerts. When 
he was 16 he made his debut as an 
actor Jan. 10, 1879, in the role of 
Polonius in “Hamlet” at the King’s 
Cross Theater in London, He then 
became leading man at the Lyceum 
Theater in Stafford and after a 
round of the provinces in various 
companies finally obtained a per- 
manent berth at the old Sadler’s 
Wells Theater. He left that post 
to accept the Boston Museum en- 
gagement. 

Funeral services will be con- 
ducted Monday at 10 a. m. in 
St. Malachy’s Church,

FLIPINOS HOPE NATIVE. 
WILL BE POLICE CHIEF 


Appointment Will Be Made by 
Dwight Davis as Gov- 
ernor-General. 


By the Associated Press. 

MANILA, P. I, June %.—The 
Filipino Jeader&S are casting their 
ai stoward one of the most im- 
'portant governmental posts to come 
within the possible reach of a 
Filipino since the Filipinization 
days of Francis Burton Harrison's 
regime as Governor-Genera!l. 

The post is that of Chief of Po- 
Nce of Manila, which their newly- 

ppointed Governor - Genera] 
wight F. Davis, is called upon to 
fill. Only Americans have held 
the .position im the past. The post 
apparently became vacant severa! 
weeks ago when the chief, Col. 
John W. Green, left for the United 
States. Officially he went on a 
six-month leave, but it is under- 
stood that he does not intend to 
return. 

With Green’s departure, Lieu- 
tenant-Colonel Gergorio Alecid. a 
Filipino, became acting chief. 
During his few weeks as head of 
the department, Micid has caused 
the greatest shake-up in the police 
force in years. He summarily dis- 
missed three Filipino detectives. 
recommended the demotion of two 
American police captains, recom- 
mended the reprimand of an 
American sergeant, and investigat- 
ed three Filipino detectives, with 
the possibility that two of the lat- 
ter will be dismissed. He has re- 
organized the five vice squads 
which prevailed under Col. Green 
and has organized five new ones. 
He has made two important raids 
on Chinese opium dens apd two 
important raids on Filipino gam- 
bling places. His campaign against 
gamblers is said to have resulted 
in the withdrawal of the gambling 
rings to the suburbs. 

The effort of the Filipino leaders 
to obtain the post of Chief of Po- 
lice for a Filipino is in keeping 
with their policy of extending 
Filipino control to as many 
branches of the Government as 
possible. However, it is declared 
in well-informed Filipino circles 
the leaders will not be insistent 
about the matter. They are said 
to feel that the Americans and the 
Europeans resident in Manila are 
too strongly opposed to a Filipino. 
Some of them are inclined to be- 
lieve that it is perhaps best to have 
an American at the head of the 
department, and thus let him bear 
the responsibility for whatever 
crime there might be in the city. 


Gift to Missouri U. 

COLUMBIA, Mo., June 7.—An- 
nouncement was made here yester- 
day of the gift of $1900 to the Uni- 
versity of Missouri by M. H. Lock- 
wood of New York City for the es- 
tablishment of a fund to be known 
as the John and Mary Lockwood 
Fund, which is to be held in trust 
for university. The fund is to be 
allowed to increase by re-invest- 
ment of interest for 80 years after 
which time it may be used to en-

Addi- 
tions may be made to the fund in 
the meantime by the original do- 
nor, or by other children of John 
and’ Mary Lockwood, or from other 
sources. John and Mary Lock 
wood had nine children, all o!

“Furthermore, the average 
speed of cars in the open country 
has increased 20 miles an hour in 
that period, as a result of im- 
proved motors, four-wheel brakes 
and other features that make for 
speed and safcty. 

“In 1918 only three states per- 
mitted cars to be driven from 35 
to 40 miles an hour. Twenty-five 
miles was the average maximum. 
In 1928 36 states permitted 35 to 
45 miles, while three states pre- 
scribed no _ limits. Sixteen-foot 
roads were regarded as fairly ade- 
quate a decade ago; road should- 
ers, or the space adjoining the 
edge of the road surface where cars 
may be stopped for repairs, re- 
ceived little or no consideration. 

“Today the puilicy of the Fed- 
eral bureau of public roads is to 
secure wide rights of way, which 
are the primary basis of adequate 
road widths. Although many 
states still acquire less than 100 
feet for some of their radial routes, 
such a width, even up to 200 feet,

especially where main roads inter- 
sect, is not uncommon when the 
national Government is con- 
cerned. The extra width at inter- 
sections permits of grade separa- 
tions as the traffic increases. The 
extra width of the rights of way 
‘in general not only permits of 
|widening of the routes from time 
ito time, but also for spacious 
| shoulders on which car owners can 
park for the purpose of changing 
tires and other reasons without 
peril to themselves or those on the 
road.”

knocked out in Missouri. 

In the old days, “Uncle Henry” 
was recognized as the dean of the 
Texas trainers, refered to as the 
“white-hat brigade.”” They account- 
ed for a great many races around 
Chicago, St. Louis and New Orleans 
and during the course of their op- 
erations they caused much grief to 
bookmakers. 

Makes Only Small Wagers. 

Prominent among this delegation 
was “Texas” Smith, Charlie John- 
son, the Daniels brothers, Wade 
McLemore, Dick Vestal, J. W. Ful- 
ler, Fred Woods, Dan Kelly, who 
won the last race run at the old 
Delmar track, the Newmans and 
U. Z. DeArmond. 

Some of the horses that cam- 
paigned under the colors of these 
horsemen were: Judge Steadman, a 
great stretch runner from Smith’s 
stable; James V, Owned by DeAr- 
mond; Tokalon, a Brooklyn han- 
dicap winner, 
Ask Me from J. W. Fuller's stable; 
Lone Wolf owned by Dick Vestal; 
Bummer, Actine and Whiskey King 
of Charlie Johnson's stable; Actine 
won at 100 to 1 at Delmar after 
being heavily backed, Pedro, 
owned by the Daniels’ boys, Por- 
qui Pas, Neversuch and Nearest 
from Jess Hughes’ barn. R. Q. 
Ban and Bulgarian, owned by an- 
other Texas combination, Eufala 
owned by Tholl Bros. and Eugenia 
S, still another that won races 
from a Texas stable,

once ran Lady Vashti. She made a 
poor showing. A few days later 
she ran and won and Judge Ham- 
ilton, then in the stand, sent for 
“Uncle Henry.” The latter told of 
having bet on his mare when she 
ran the bad race and also of bet- 
ting when she won. When asked 
how much he had bet on each oc 
casion, “Uncle Henry” tald_ the 
Judge that he had bet $5 straight 
and $5 a place both times. 

“Why I thought you told me you 
had bet on your mare?” exclaimed 
Judge Hamilton. “Well, I guess 
you don't know me _ very well, 
Judge, because that’s about all I 
ever bet at any time,” replied Uncle 
Henry.

stantial increase is found. The re- 
tailer takes this swollen cost of 
goods and must mark it up 25 
per cent or more. By this time 
the original 10 per cent increase 
in hide cost has grown in passing 
through the hand of the tanner 
and manufacturer, so that when 
the article reaches the consumer, 
the 10 per cent rise on the mate- 
rial in all probability will appear 
as a 20 per cent increase in the 
cost of the hide. 
Highly Competitive Field. 

“Let me explain how this oper- 
ates. Suppose a certain shoe is 
svuld to the retailer at $2.60 and 
he is accustomed to sell it to the 
consumer at $3.50. The industry 
is hotly competitive. The $2.60 
represents a very narrow profit 
margin for the manufacturer, too 
narrow for him to absorb’. very 
much of a tariff burden on his 
raw material. 

“Now a rise in price comes along 
in the leather market and the 
manufacturer finds that the only 
way to keep from doing business 
at a loss is to add 10 cents to the 
price of the shoes. He accordingly 
sells the shoe retailer at $2.70. 
Now, however, the shoe retailer is 
faced with a real problem. The 
public is accustomed to buying 
shoes priced on the even half dol- 
lar. They wouldn't know waht to 
make of a shoe priced at $3.60 or 
$5.15. 

“Accordingly the shoe retailer is 
forced to raise his $3.50 shoe to 
$4, the 10-cent rise in cost of the 
manufacturer forcing a 50-cent ad- 
ditional mark-up for the retailer. 
Both manufacturer and retailer 
then experience a sales resistance, 
a diminished -volume, and the 
whole thing is unfortunate for ev- 
ery body. 

Consumer Would Suffer. 


“In view of these facts, I con- 
clude that since the logic of the 
general situation in our cattle in- 
dustry is that more and more 
hides must be imported, for our 
cattle are decreasing and our pop- 
ulation increasing, and since a tar- 
iff taxing this importation would 
increase the price of leather and 
vastly boost the price of footwear, 
that there can be only one answer 
to the question how a tariff on 
hides would affect the shoe wear- 
er—it would harm him. 

“The attention of Congress has 
been called to a ‘flood’ of novelty 
shoes from Czecho-Slovakia, said 
to amount to almost 3,000,000 pairs 
last year. Tariff protection has 
been sought on shoes, while at the 
Same time free hides were advo- 
cated. The importation of shoes 
from abroad is less than 1 per 
cent of our shoe production by 
many thousands of pairs. Why, in 
order to protect himself against 
this 1 per cent, should the shoe 
manufacturer become the unwill- 
ing collector of a tax on the other 
99 per cent? 

At present the International is 
making 180,000 pairs of shoes a 
day. In opposing the tariff we 
are trying to keep the price of 
our shoes within the reach of the 
average purse.’’ 


U, $. DRY FORCE INCREASED 
BUT ARRESTS ARE FEWER 


Doran Reports 51,000 in Nine 
Months Against 75,000 in 
Fiscal Year 1928. 

By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, June 7.—Prohi- 
bition Commissioner Doran an- 
nounced today that preliminary 
reports of a national survey on aid 
given to the Prohibition Bureau by 
state officials shows a most grati- 
fying co-operation. 

Doran announced that in the 
first nine months of the fiscal 
year, ending April 1, his forces 
made 51.308 arrests, (which ts ai 
the rate of 68.000 arrests for a full 
year) as compared with 75,307 in 
the entire 1928 fiscal year. 

The bureau now has 2170 agents 
operating in different parts of the 
country, including approximately 
200 new men employed since Con- 
gress added $2,700,000 to the 
amount the bureau could spend for 
enforcement.

TROUBLE BREWING 
UVER NAMING OF 
FEDERAL JUDGES 


Hoover Indicates He Will 
Not Be Bound by Recom- 
mendations of Republican 
Senators, 


U. S. ATTORNEYSHIPS 
ALSO INVOLVED 


Selections of Vare for East- 
ern Pennsylvania District 
Rejected by Mitchell — 
Reed Interceding. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, June 7.—The 
attitude of the Hoover administra- 
tion toward the selection of Judges 
and District Attorneys is brewing 
a storm in Republican ranks in the 
Senate. 

Majority members of the Senate 
for years have regarded it as their 
privilege to choose appointees to 
the Federal bench and to District 
Attorneyships. It has been the 
practice of preceding administra- 
tions to accept the senatorial rec- 
ommendations. 

But President Hoover and Attor- 
ney-General Mitchell have indicat- 


ed that they intend to make a close 
study of all appointees to these 
offices, and furthermore, that they 
will not be bound by senatorial 
recommendations, although weight 
will be given to them. 

No new judicial appointments 
have yet been made by Mr. Hoover, 
aside from those Judges who were 
nominated during the last session 
by Calvin Coolidge and were not 
acted upon. So the issue has not 
been drawn and the Republican 
storm has not yet broken. 

Senator Reed of Pennsylvania 
called at the White House last 
night to inquire aboyt his recom- 
mendation of Albert L. Watson of 
Scranton to be Judge for the mid- 
dle district of Pennsylvania. Al- 
though Senator Reed recommend- 
ed Watson several weeks ago, the 
President has taken no action. 

Senator Reed made no comment 
on his visit, at which other sub- 
jects also were discussed, beyond 
saying that he had inquired about 
Watson's appointment and under- 
stood the position in question soon 
would be filled. 

It is the position of Senators 
that the responsibility is theirs for 
the men they recommend for ap- 
pointment in their states. It is 
their contention that they are held 
as reSponsible by the electorate 
for the Federal appointees as is 
the President. 

Mr. Hoover, however, is under- 
stood to be taking the view that 
Federal appointees are his re- 
sponsibility and to be determined 
to name the men to the bench 
whom he regards as best. quali- 
fied. 

Already, Attorney-General Mitch- 
ell has rejected some recommenda- 
tions for District Attorney for the 
Eastern District of Pennsylvania, 
which were understood io have 
been sent to him by Senator-Elect 
Vare. 

There is apparently a real prob- 
lem in filling this post. Reed has 
felt that the selection rightly be- 
longed to Vare. He is now inter- 
ested in the dispute between Vare 
and the Justice Department and is 
attempting to find a man accepta- 
ble to both. 


TEXAS HOUSE INQUIRY OF LAND 
COMMISSIONER BEGINS MONDAY 


20 Charges of Misappropriation 
Made Against Official; Hear- 
ing to Be Held.

AUSTIN, Tex., June %.—The 
Texas House of Representatives, in 
special session yesterday, voted to 
hear testimony’'on 20 charges of 
misAppropriation of State funds 
and incompetency in office against

An estimate that air mail delays 
have cost the St. Louis Federal Re- 
serve Bank $1,000,000 in interest 
charges, and a conference of the 
Chamber of Commerce Air Board 
with delegations flying here from 
Tulsa and Oklahoma City, were to- 
day’s developments: in the cam- 
paign for air mail by air line 
from St. Louis to New York. 

C. A. Border, secretary of the 
Tulsa Chamber of Commerce, in ar- 
ranging for a conference here late 
this afternoon, wired that his or- 
ganization and the Oklahoma City 
Chamber of Commerce favored the 
direct St. Louis-New York line 
with an extension to their cities 
and Fort Worth and Dallas, Tex. 

They flew to the Texas cities 
yesterday in an effort to get their 
co-operation. Tulsa and Oklaho- 
ma City prefer a connection with 
the proposed airline service, rather 
than a projected air mail line from 
Louisville to Dallas and _ (~“Fort 
Worth, which is to be considered 
by the Inter-Departmental Com- 
mittee on Airways in a hearing at 
Washington next Wednesday. 

Word From Other Cities. 

Telegrams received by the 
Chamber of Commerce indicated 
that Fort Worth and Little Rock 
would not oppose the air line route 
from St. Louis to New York, but 
favored also the proposed line 
from Louisville to Dallas and Fort 
Worth. The chamber wrote to the 
Chambers of Commerce of Indian- 
apolis, Cincinnati. Dayton, Colum- 
bus, Pittsburg and Washington, 
urging them to join in a hearing 
by the Inter-Departmental Com- 
mittee on the direct line to New 
York. 

Delays in the present roundabout 
service through Chicago, nearly 
300 miles off course, caused the 
movement for ae direct service. 
They were attributed chiefly to bad 
flying conditions in the Great 
Lakes area by O. M. Atteberry, 
head of the chamber Air Mail 
Committee and Deputy Governor 
of the St. Louis Federal Reserve 
Bank, in an address hroadcast last 
night from Station KWK. 

Pointing out that the chief value 
of air mail is speed, Atteberry con- 
trasted the unusually high efficien- 
cy of the St. Louis-Chicago leg 
with the high percentage of de- 
lays between Chicago and New 
York on the transcontinental line. 
A record maintained by the St. 
Louis Federal Reserve Bank. he 
said. disclosed that between June 
1, 1926. and March 31, 1929. 703 
letters with a value of $559.131.625 
were sent to New York, and that 
54 per cent was late and 46 per 
cent on time. 

“In other words.” he added, “of 
the total amount of money sent by 
air mall by the St. Louls Federal 
Reserve Bank during this pertod. 
$307.886.751 arrived in New York 
late, entailing a cost of mDre than 
$1.000.000 in additional interest 
rates caused by the delay of one 
day or more in the arrival of the 
air mail in New York. 

Service Getting Worse.

Hoover Cuts Down His 
Reception Handshakes 


For a Month 


Limits Visitors’ Days to Two a Week, Then 
to One—Unable to Write for Hours 
After Receiving Callers. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, June 7.—With- | 
in the brief time that he has been 
President, Mr. Hoover has had the 
Satisfaction of seeing one of his 
policies prove successful in opera- 
tion. 

The number of citizens drawn to 


shaking hands with the chief ex- 
ecutive at public receptions is 
showing a decided decrease. In 
April, 7656 men and women filed 
through the President's office and 
grasped his hand. In May, the 
number dropped to 3744. 

Early in his administration, Mr. 
Hoover reached the conclusion that 
the receptions, then held daily, 
were proving an unwarranted and 
unnecessary drain on his time and 
vitality. 

The first step was to reduce the 
number of receptions to two a 
week. Even then, the length of 
the recepticn line proved to be 
greater than the President wished. 
After a half hour of handshaking 
the muscles of his hand and arm 
frequentiy would be in sych con- 
dition that for several hours he 
would be unable to write. 

The number of receptions then 
was limtied to one a week. 

The Washington sightseer who 
wishes to join the reception line 
comes to the White House bearing 
a letter of introduction from his 
Senator or Representative. That 
is the only requirement of admis- 
sion. 

The people who attend the re- 
ceptions are of all kinds, old and 
young, well dressed and shabby— 


no restriction is made except that 


therem ust be the letter of intro- 
duction from a memver of Con- 
gress. 

Arriving at the White House, the 
sightseer presents hia letter of in- 
troduction to Patrick McKenna, 
the veteran doorkeeper at the 
executive Offices. McKenna gives 
it his stamp of approval and issues 
an admittance card to the lower 
chambers of the White House and 
to the reception line. 

Before noon, the line has‘ be- 
gun to form and by 12:30, when 
the reception takes place, it fre- 
quently extends beyond the front 
portico. 

The line begins to move and the 
crowd surges forward. The White 
House police keep it moving brisk- 
ly, two by two until the door of 
the President's office is reached 
and then, one by one, ‘through a 
veritable gantlet of secret service 
men. 

These guardians scan each face 
carefully, always watchful for per- 
sons who might harm the Presi- 
dent, some of whom they know by 
sight. Hands must held at the 
sides; never in the pocket. If 
one of the line approaches the 
Chief Executive's office with his 
hand in his pocket, he will have 
it firmly, though not rudely 
brought into the light by one of 
the secret service operatives. 
There is always a possibility that 
the concealed hand may clutch a 
revolver. 

They find Mr. Hoover standing 
in the center of the room, his sec- 
retary at his side, smiling as he 
shakes hands with those just 
ahead.

As @ preliminary to the consid. 
eration of his bill, Cousens also 
has introduced a resolution which 
would empower the Senate Com-

Fortunately, the reparations ques- 
tion advanced to a point where the United States 
had an opportunity to expose a better side of herself. 
She alone was able to bring about an agreement 
between Germany and her conquerors. The matter 
was one of immense potential violence. The hurts 
inflicted by the war are by no means healed. To 
approach others, particularly France and Belgium, 
with the proposal to let Germany off for less than 
the exorbitant claims against her, required both au- 
thority and diplomacy. 

Neither the world nor the United States can be un- 
grateful to Messrs. Young, Morgan, Lamont and Perk- 
ins for their good offices. They were an unofficial del- 
egation speaking not for the Government, but for 
American banking.

The Quarrel Over Representation 


Fight against reapportionment of representation in accordance with the Constitution 
has been made by slower-growing states which could be forced to accept a re- 
duction; they have brought forward the plan to exclude aliens from the count; 
the proposal is unconstitutional and is clearly marked as the product of a bad 


conscience.

N failing to reapportion after the census 
I of 1920 Congress has violated the plain 
mandate of the Constitution. This is the 
first time in American history that such a 
refusal to apportion Representatives has ac- 
curred. 

The unwillingness of the slower-growing 
states to accept a reduction is the basic fact 
in the whole issue. It follows directly from 
the decision not to increase the total num- 
ber of Representatives. There is, however, 
a further complication. When the total 
number to be apportioned is fixed, the 
mathematical formula tor determining the 
apportionment becomes highly important. 
Up to 1911, since no states had to lose Rep- 
resentatives, a rough-and-ready ratio to 
pcepulation was workable. But how cer- 
tain states must lose, and the mathematical 
method employed makes a considerable dif- 
f<rence to certain states. The problem has 
been studied for years by the leading 
mathematicians of the country, and it is 
impossible here to follow the whole chain 
of their reasoning.

It is enough to say that among five meth- 
cds which are possible the one Known as 
“the method of equal proportions’ is the 
fcirest. It can be shown that other meth- 
cas favor either the larger states or the 
smaller, whereas the method of equal pro- 
portions has no bias. It is not perfect. NO 
method can be perfect, for a mathemati- 
cally perfect method would be one which 
niade the number of votes for any particu- 
lar state to be the total number of votes 
for all states as the population of the state 
is to the total population of al! states. If 
this were calculated it would give one state 
7 3-10 members and another 34 6-10 mem- 
hrs. It is impossible to divide Kepresent- 
etives into fractions. You can’t give a 
siate 6-10 of a member. But any other 
method creates some inequality. All that 
can be said of the method of equal propor- 
trons is that it figures out with the least 
possible inequality.

Unfortunately, Congress has not adopted 
thig method. It has adopted one called 
the method of major fractions, which hasa 
distinct bias in favor of the larger states 
The slower-growing states are in rebellion 
against the apportionment. There are 17 
states which stand to lose one or more Rep- 
resentatives. They ure Alabama, Indiana 
i>): lowa (2); Kansas, Kentucky (2): Lou- 
isiana. Maine; Massachusetts, Mississippi 
(2): Missouri (3): Nebraska. New York, 
North Dakota, Pennsylvania, Tennessee, 
Vermont, Virginia (1). There are 11 states 
which stand to gain. They are Arizona, 
California (6); Connecticut, Florida, Mich- 
igan (4); New Jersey (2); North Carolina, 
Ohio (3); Oklahoma, Texas (2); Washing- 
ton. (1) There are 20 states which would 
not gain or lose. 


This situation has provoked the move- 
ment in the South and Middle West to ex- 
clude aliens from the count of “persons” on 
which representation is based. The effect 
of excluding aliens is frankly set forth by 
Ref ,esentative Hoch of Kansas as follows 


(he used the census of 1920 for tis esti- 
mate): 

Arkansas, Georgia and Oklahoma would 
gain. Indiana, Kansas, Kentucky, Louisi- 
ara, Mississippi, NebrasKa, instead of losing, 
would remain the same. Missouri would 
lose only one Representative. California, 
Connecticut, Massachusetts, New Jersey, 
New York, Pennsylvania would gain tess, 
temain the same or lose. No wonder that 
the proposal to exclude aliens from the 
count makes such an appea] in the South 
and Middle West. 

The proposal happens to be unconstitu- 
t.onal. The Constitution says that th- ap- 
portionment to the severa] states shali be 
“according to their respective numbers, 
which shall be determined by adding the 
whole number of free persons * * * and ex- 
c:uding Indians not taxed, three-fifths of 
all other persons.” The “all other persons” 
referred to were, of course, the Negro 
slaves. Now it is proposed to exciude 
aliens. In other words, although the au- 
thors of the Constitution were willing to 
ccunt a slave as three-fifths of a person for 
purposes of representation, a klan-minded 
ccalition in Congress now proposes not to 
count unnaturalized aliens at all. They were 
counted for 130 years. Now they are not to 
be counted, and the purpose of this plain 
defiance of the letter and spirit of the Con- 
Stitution is to cut down representation of 
certain states for the benefit of other states. 


This is a singularly brazen performance, 
and it is interesting to observe that the 
authors of the proposal tacitly admit that 
they are tampering with constitutional 
rights. They know quite well that the Su- 
Freme Court is not likely to countenance 
their move and so in their own amend- 
ment they say: 


The word “persons” as used in this 
section shall not Be ccnstrued ag to 
include aliens. If any provision of this 
section is ‘eclared to be ur onstitu- 
tional the validity of 1 remainder of 
the act shall nct be affected thereby. 


Could there be clearer ev of a bad 
conscience? As a matter of .act, they will 
rot carry out their plan. The Senate has 
already defeated it and the states which 
would be wronged can be dep nded upon 
te see that the wrong is not carried into 
effect. They have been patient tong 
enough. For 60 years they have tolerated 
over-representation of Southern states in 
defiance of the Fifteenth Amendment. For 
1@ years they have tolerated a nullification 
of Article 1 There is no reason why they 
should be patient much longer. The prin- 
ciple of our Government is thet the House 
©. Representatives dnd the Electoral Col- 
lege shall be fixed by population. This prin- 
ciple is fundamental and it will not be given 


up to suit sectional, partisan or Pharisaica! 
prejudices.

Broiled Steak. 

Trim off superfluous fat from & 
porterhouse or sirloin steak. Grease 
wire broiler with some of the fat, 
place meat in the broiler having 
fat edge next to handle, and broil 
over a clear fire, turning every 10 
seconds for the first minute, 80 
that the surface may be well 
seared. This prevents escape of the 
juices. After the first minute turn 
occasionally until well cooked Qn 
both sides. Steak cut 1% inches 
thick will take 10 minutes if liked 
rare: 12 to 15 minutes if desired 
well done. Remove to hot platter, 
spread with butter and sprinkle 
with salt and pepper. 

Gingerbread. 

A charming tutti-frutti ginger- 
bread is made with two cups flour, 
one-half teaspoon soda, one-half 
teaspoon ginger, one-half teaspoon 
cinnamon, one-half teaspoon bak- 
ing powder, one-fourth teaspoon 
cloves, two eggs, one-half cup 
melted shortening, one-half cup 
sour milk, one-half cup sugar, 
three-fourths cup molasses and one 
cup chopped raisins, 

Mix and sift all the dry ingre- 
dients together, mix the sour milk 
and molasses, combine the two mix- 
tures, add the eggs without beat- 
ing them, and stir in the chopped 
and slightly floured raisins. 
beat in the melted shortening. Beat 
all well. Bake in two deep layer 
cake pans. 


Pineapple Ice. 

Mix one cup of sugar with two 
cups of water and boil for five 
minutes, Soak two feaspoons of 
gelatine in one-fourth cup of cold 
water for five minutes, then add to 
the hot sugar mixture and stir un- 
til dissolved. Cool, add two table- 
spoons of lemon juice and two cups 
of crushed canned pineapple. 

Freeze the mixture until] mushy, 
then stir in the stiffly beaten 
whites of two eggs and continue 


freezing until firm enough to serve. 
This makes one quart. 

Vegetable Salad. 
Use tiny red beets pickled in 
vinegar, pickled onions and shred- 
ded lettuce. 
‘Prepare individual servings on 
beds of shredded lettuce. A cou- 
ple of red beets and a couple of 
the onions will be enough for each. 
Pour over salad dressing—made 
with a bit more mustard than 
usual, 

Braised Carrots. 
Another vegetable dish is braised 
carrots which are really delicious 
when prepared according to this 
method. 
Take six medium-sized carrots, 
one-half cup sugar, four table- 
Spoons water and one tablespoon 
butter. 
Wash, scrape and cook carrots 
in boiling water until tender. Drain, 
cut in halves lengthwise and place 
in greased baking dish. Boil sugar 
and water three minutes and add 
butter. Brush carrots with this 
syrup and bake in a moderate oven 
30 minutes, basting occasionally 
with syrup. 

Sunday Chicken. 

Singe, draw and disjoint a three- 
pound chicken. Wash and rinse 
carefully. Put into a saucepan 
with one quart of water, one sliced 
onion with two cloves pressed into 
it, bay leaf and salt. Simmer slow- 
ly until tender. 

Remove chicken and brown the 
pieces, dredge generously with the 
flour, salt and pepper in the salt 
pork fat or other fat in a frying 
pan. When the pieces of chicken 
are nicely browned on both sides. 


the chicken has been cooked. If 
the gravy is not thick enough, add 
flour thickening to it.

Increasing Number of Students 
Majoring in Home-Making 
Course. 


Women's colleges each succeed- 
ing year send forth increased num- 
bers of graduates from the schools 
of home economics, which indicates 
that the home, including cooking, 
sewing, millinery; house furnishing, 
home decorating and the other sub- 
jects specialized in the schools of 
home economics throughout this 
country, appeal to modern girls 
and young women. 

While the theoretical work of 
home economics college depart- 
ments varies but slightly, the prac- 
tical application is what exerts the 
pull with the college girls. Most of 
the larger colleges have fitted up 
miniature apartments in connection 
with their laboratory work, and the 
students have great times planning, 
preparing, cooking and _ serving 
meals in this make-believe home, 

Take, for instance, Lindenwood 
College, which graduated a large 
class from its school of home eco- 
nomics. 

The major students were obliged 
to spend one day as mistress and 
cook in the small apartment in 
Roemer Hall, where they demon- 
strated their ability to plan, pre- 
pare, cook and serve a luncheon or 
dinner. The students served in 
twos, and alternated as mistress, 
maid and cook, so that every girl 
had an opportunity to demonstrate 
her ability along the line of hostess, 
maid and cook,

of other departments of the college.

Fishermen who plan to spend 
the weekend in the Ozarks fishing, 
oftentimes find themselves at a 
loss how to cook the fish which 
they catch.

EANNETTRB RANKIN, first 
Jroman member of Congress, 

who voted against a declaratioa 
of war and then wept, is continu- 
ing her campaign to outlaw war. 
The former Montana representa- 
tive is living quietly on her 656-acre 
farm, near Athens, Ga., raising pe- 
cans and studying plans to make 
War so unpopular as to make it im- 
possible. 
Organization of the Georgia 
Peace society is her latest venture. 
The society held its first meeting 
in Athens a year ago, and when it 
met again this year in Atlanta at- 
tendance attested the growth of in- 
terest in the organization, 
Miss Rankin believes that so 
long as war is accepted as an in- 
stitution it will be resorted to in 
the settlement of international dis- 
putes.

THE CARE OF THE BABY 
By Claire Morton 


HE perfect baby has no trouble 
in teething. 

This sounds like heresy to the 
older generation. It used to be the 
fashion to blame everything on the 
teeth. That let the mother out of 
blame for any failure or careless- 
ness in the matters of training, 
food or routine. 

Every mother of today has to ac- 
cept the fact that: 

A baby whose diet is watched, 
who eats and sleeps and has bowel} 
movements at regular hours, who 
drinks plenty of water, is not 
teased or handled unmercifully— 
and who is not forced to make his 
gums sore with teething rings and 
such paraphernalia—will have no 
trouble teething. 

Teething is a normal process. If 
the child does seem to have trou- 
ble, something is wrong. Call a 
doctor. 

Now as to the matter of time- 
honored teething rings, hard bis- 
cuits and all such objects usually 
inserted in his mouth to help him 
teethe: 

They are unnecessary. 

They are unattractive. 

They are unsanitary. 

They cause a child to drool.

lie in the ugly meaning of the 
word. 

But because truth-telling has al- 
ways been regarded as one of the 
essential virtues, about which there 
can be no compromise, the parent 
who catches his child in what 
sounds like a lie is generally so 
shocked that he is quick to scold or 
punish. 

Yet truth-telling is no ecasy art, 
It must be fostered with tact and 
intelligence until the young child is 
able to distinguish between his fan- 


cies, his wishes and the facts. 


Little Ruth was fortunate in hav- 
ing a mother who was wise in this 
matter. One February day when 
the snow lay on the ground, the 
child came in with a fantastic story 
of the lovely flowers she had seen 
blooming in the gardens down the 
street. She described in detail 
their bright, beautiful qolors and 
their sweet smell, 

Ruth's mother listened to the 
story in a friendly manner and 
then diverted the child's interdgt 
to something else. She understoed 
that Ruth’s wish to see again the 
flowers that had been so lovely in 
the summer lay back of her wild 
tale, 

Later on, from time to time, she 
talked to Ruth about the coming 
of flom-ers in the spring, how they 
grew in warmth and unshine, how 
it would not be so very long be- 
fore they wotld come again in all 
the gardens down the street. Thus, 
gradually, although she never ree 
ferred to the story Ruth had told, 
quite properly accepting it as «a 
wish made real in the child's own 
mind; she helped her sort out fact 
and fancy and gcltrifed the little 
girl's ideas. 

When little children tell untruths 
parents must try to <ind out what 
the story meant to the child. Some 
stories, like great works of art, 
shou’. be considered on their mer« 
its as feats of the imagination. 
Others should lead the parent to 
check up on the facts In a kindly 
and tactful spirit. 

Treating the falsehoods of the 
little child with sympathetic in- 
sight is the best way to help him 
learn to tell the truth.
